, Lucey renewed his attack 
after the Republican governor 
labeled the claims "slanderous' 
and "absolutely intolerable." 


Charging that Lucey had en- 


gaged in "malicious personal at- 
tacks," Knowles said his "en- 
tire political career has been 
dedicated to honest and ef- 
fective state government." 


In a reply to the Knowles 


statement, 
Lucey 
amplified 


charges that large industries, 
and especially the Kimberly- 
Clark Corp., have influenced the 
selection of men to boards de- 
signed to protect water re- 
sources. 


Lucey is opposing GOP Lt. 


Gov.- Jack Olson in Tuesday's 
election. He said the "record is 
clear" on the subject. 


"Loud complaints from the 


Knowles-Olson 
administration 


wffl not cover up the facts Oat 
their appointments hi the area 
of water protection are studded 
wrtfa special-interest influence," 
he asserted. 


Lucey also questioned paper 


industry connections of Olson's 
running mate, state Rep. David 
Martin, R-Neenah, who is em- 
ployed by Kimberly-Clark. 


"Mr. Martin has evaded the 


question of whether he will con- 
tinue on the payroll of the Kim- 
berly-Clark Corp. while serving 
as lieutenant governor," Lucey 
said* noting the post of lieuten- 
ant governor is part-time.

Martin "has failed to indicate 


what steps he would take to 
safeguard the public interest be-, 
tween his employment by Kin>|cent 
berly-Clark and his obligation to 
safeguard the public interest 
against water pollution," Lueey 
said.

iwards and agencies. 


"When the Natural Resources

in connection with action in 
Vietnam. 


The first petition accused 


Gen. William C. Westmoreland, 
Army chief of staff, of being 
guflty of any atrocities 
that 


might have occurred at My Lai, 
contending that a commander is 
responsible for the actions of his 


troops even though he may not 
be aware of them. 


Resor dismissed those 


charges on grounds that West- 
moreland had no knowledge of 
the My Lai incident and was not 
present when the raid occurred 
on March 16,1968. 


Abrams' headquarters in Sai- 


gon had no comment on the 
charges against him. 


Time Bomb Planted 
At Police Station 


M I L W A U K E E ( A P ) —A, 


young man wearing a parka 
jacket with the hood pulled up 
may have been the person who 
planted a time bomb that ex- 
ploded just outside the back 
door of a suburban Whitefish 
Bay police station late Wednes- 
day night, police said today. 


An unidentified woman told 


officers she saw the man run- 
ning from the parking lot just 
before the bomb went off. The 
blast destroyed a squad car and 
another vehicle but no injuries 
were reported and tie building 
escaped damage. 


The blast completely demol- 


ished a squad car and the auto- 
mobile of a radio repairman 
working in the station house. 


Henry Mixter, president of the 


village, vsaid investigators dis- 
covered parts of a galvanized 
iron pipe in.which explosives 
apparently had been packed. He 
said the bomb had been planted 
under the squad car. 


The blast occurred at 11:58. 
A woman living three blocks 


from the scene said her house 
was jarred by the explosion and 
she could see flames from the 
burning cars. 


Patrolman M e I v i n Jam 


parked the squad car some 40 
feet from the police station 
about eight minutes before the 
explosion. 


Assigned to the squad car on 


the next shift was Patrolman 
John Doyne Jr., son of Milwau- 
kee County Executive John 
Doyne. 


The younger Doyne and nine 


other officers from the early 
and late shifts were hi the sta- 
tion when the bomb exploded 
directly beneath the squad car. 
The gas tank ruptured, and 
flames quickly engulfed both 
police car and the radio repair- 
man's car which was parked 
next to it. 


An FBI agent and two mem- 


bers of the Treasury Depart- 
ment's recently created alcohol 
and firearms division were 
summoned and joined the police 
in the investigation.

An armed guard pushed 
an old man, his hair matted 
with mud, into the main village 
square. His daughter followed, 
tied to a rope behind him. 


Water Treatment 


'Rows of bound men and 


women crouched in an open 
storehouse. Some were mud- 
died. A few looked clean, wet 
and pale. 
They had been 


through the 'water treatment,' a 
favorite form of interrogation in 
Vietnam. Water is poured on a 
prisoner's face to make him 
talk. 


'Weapons and grenades were 


added to a growing pile in the 
center of the market place. Sen-

Tainted Liver 
Pills Ordered 
Called Back 


FDA Directive 
First Issued on 
Mercury Poisoning 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Food and Drug Administration 
today announced the first recall 
of a product .contaminated with 
poisonous mercury —25,000 liver 
pills made from seals. 


The FDA requested the recall 


in nine states after inspectors 
found mercury levels in the pflls 
60 times the safe level estab- 
lished for.food: 0.5 parts per 
mffl^n. A half-part per mfllion 
is comparable proportionally to 
a jigger of vermouth and, a 
tankcar of gm; 


The seal-liver pills were man- 


ufactured by Randal Nutritional 
Products, SantS Rds'aV Calif., 
and - are sold in health food 
stores as a blood builder and 
mild laxative. 


The recall-affects outlets in 


California, Washington, Oregon, 
Florida, IHinois, Oklahoma, Col- 
orado, Michigan and New York. 


An FDA scientist described 


the contaminated pills as a 
"possible, moderate health haz- 
ard." 


Killed in 1964 


Tiie pills were fashioned from 


the livers of seals killed on the 
Pribilof' Islands southeast of 
Alaska in 1964. 


Randal freeze-dried the livers 


for storage and used them over 
the past six years to make 
1,250,000 pills, the FDA said. 


"Seal liver attracted my at- 


tention because it came from an 
animal most free of contami- 
nants," said Downing B. Ran- 
dal, president of the company. 
"You can just figure from this 
that there isn't any place in the 
whole earth that isn't contami- 
nated." 


Dr. George Y. Harry, director 


of the government's 
marine 


mamal biology laboratory in 
Seattle, said it is still not known 
how the seals became contami- 
nated. 


The seals, he said, migrate up 


and down the Pacific coast and 
possibly could have picked up 
mercury from industrial dis- 
charges. 


The seal contamination was 


the first finding of significant 
quantities of mercury in ocean 
fish and mammals, said Harry, 
"and it was startling."

minutes, 60 pushups nonstop, 
41 bend-and-thrusts in 60 sec- 
onds .and a 300-yard run in 
less than 48 seconds. Fenton 
did Hie latter in 32 seconds. 


In the second test recruits 


.wearing combat boots, trou- 
sers and a sweatshirt must 
run three miles in less than 20 
minutes, climb a 20-foot rope 
in eight seconds, do 61 leg-lifts 
in two minutes, broadjump 8 
feet 6 niches from a standing 
position and do 40 bend-and- 
thrusts in one minute. 


Fenton, 20, lettered in foot- 


ball at high school in Chino, 
Calif., and recalls "I was a 95- 
pound speedback." He is mar- 
ried. Before starting recruit 
training Aug. 23, he worked as 
a treecutter in Fort Lupton, 
Colo. 


One other man has ever 


achieved maximum marks in 
the twoHests—-Robert E. Pen- 
nington, a reservist from Tam- 
pa, Flai, in the summer of 
1969—and his individnal 
marks were not as good as 
Fenton's, M a r i n e officials 
said. 


Said Fenton: "I'm sorry I 


passed out after the situps, 
the pushups, pullups and the 
bendr-and-thrusts.

The 
total of 43 dead was three more 
than the week before, but the 
spokesman said it was the 
fourth consecutive week that 
U.S. battlefield deaths were be- 
low 50, the first time this had 
occurred since September-Octo-

Q: Have you any ideas on 


making a folding table? My 
apartment is not large. Once 
in a while an extra table 
would be handy.—Baltimore. 


A: I solved a similar prob- 


lem some years back, (It 
worked so well, in fact, that I 
used the principle for budding 
a garage workbench for use 
when the car was kept out- 
doors.) 


I bought a flush door at a 


lumber yard, a piece of 2 by 4 
the same length, and four 
hinges First I secured the 2 
by 4 along the wall, to anchor 
the hinges, then fastened the 
other end of the binges to the 
door.

Somebody whose arth- 
ritis turns less painful just 
about the time he starts wear- 
ing a copper bracelet becomes 
firmly convinced that the cop- 
per did it. I've also talked to 
people who, on the basis of such 
evidence, tried the bracelets 
themselves and reported no 
benefit. 


There is no reason why a 


bracelet of any sort would have 
any effect on the disease. But if 
you are still in doubt, then I 
suggest that you make yourself 
such a bracelet out of some 
copper wire, and not let some- 
body else make a profit out of 
your trouble.

think of law and order OR justice and 
freedom, black power OR a slave state,

and writings and paintings by such 
people as Donne, Shakespeare, Rubens 
and Bruegel as well as more recent 
works by Lawrence, Henry Miller and 
Dali were banned for years for one 
reason or another.

candidate Jack Olpm with 
respect to avoiding new taxes 


applies with equal and 
possibly more compelling 
logic to the posture of can- 
didate Lucey, his dangerously 
threatening rival. 


Hie obvious implication of 


Lucey's deliberate com- 
mitments in scores of direc- 
tions is a substantial rise in 
state taxation on individuals 
and business corporations. 


He says that if the time 


comes for him to make a 
choice he will stand for the 
raising of the rates on the 
upper levels of earned income 
by individuals 
and the 


removal of the corporate 
income tax rate ceiling that 
has stood for a long time. 


Point Not Emphasized 
- 


Quite naturally, Lucey has 


not emphasized the point. He 
has answered questions when 
asked. His preference is to 
emphasize what he will give 
rather than what he will take 
away from voters. This is the 
natural 
stance 
of 
the 


professional 
politician. 


Complete candor is an ideal 
rarely attained—if ever—in 
the competition of politics. 
Lucey perhaps can be no more 
faulted for his reticence than 
any other man. 


Yet the competition cries 


out for fair analysis, and if 
Olson is 
unrealistically 


hopeful in his Declared ob- 
jectives in following a course 
of fiscal prudence, Lucey is 
equally starry-eyed about 
what he can achieve in new 
goodies with penalties upon 
the public purse that will bring 
angry howls. 


The difference is that 


Olson's claims are more

challenged. Not the least of 
the volunteers in that regard 
is Gov. Warren P. Knowles, 
bis ostensible mentor and 
partisan ally.

Lucey More Fortunate 


Lucey is more fortunate to 


the degree that there is less 
sophistication 
about the

taxation categories. There are

and 


prejudices as about the yield 
of the corporation tax as a 
useful example. He has said 
that he might want to raise the 
rate from an effective seven 
per cent per $1,000 of net 
taxable income to eight per 
cent. 
For all practical purposes 


this means an increase of 
about $30 million for his first- 
biennial budget—a bagatelle. 
Yet the idea has attracted 
notice because not one person 
out of 100 is aware of the 
comparative insignificance of 
business taxes in the state 
taxation scheme. 


He has also said that he 


would not hesitate to continue 
the graduation of personal 
incomes beyond the 10 pet 
cent plateau at $14,000 net.

Here again illusion is an

The illusion is 
that there are untold millions 
of taxable wealth in sanc- 
tuaries provided by present 
laws. 


Idea Dies Hard 


The "soak the rich" idea 


dies hard. It is not the business 
of this report to judge the 
wisdom of taxation methods, 
but to suggest the' harsh 
reality that the extra money, 
perhaps up to half a billion 
dollars that the Democratic 
campaign theme has implied, 
cannot be had by taxing the 
rich only—even if the "rich" 
are so broadly defined as 
those who earn more than' 
$14,000. Not only are. they 
unfortunately few ui number, 
but they are already being 
taxed at a high.rate. * 


About 2.4 per cent of the 


income taxpayers now are in 
the $14,000 and over bracket. 
They earn under ISper cent of 
the taxable Income, and they 
'are paying nearly 27 per cent 
of all of the state's income 
taxes. 


If they are to be required by

Catholic Church has opened its 
doors to its 535 parishioners. 


The structure, which accord- 


ing to its architect is marked by 
"uncomplicated plainness," will 
be dedicated Sunday. 


The first Cervices in the new 


building were conducted July 26 
by the Rev. Ralph Hermsen. Its 
dedication will mark the culmi- 
nation of the longtime p'ans and 
dreams of pastor and congrega- 
tion. 


The first step toward a new 


church was taken in 1959 when 
the Rev. Jerome Watry served 
the parish. A nine and one-half 


acre parcel was bought in the 
northeast section of the village. 
A rectory was built in 1965. 


Groundbreaking for the new 


church was staged Aug. 24, 
1969, 
after much discussion, 


planning and a continual effort 
to raise funds. Construction 
began immediately. 


Building Features 


The $165,000 one-story building 


is diamond-shaped. A vestibule 
opens on both the social center 
and the place of worship. The 50 
by 70-foot social center includes 
a large modern kitchen. 


A most interesting feature of 


the church is the altar in the 
center of the sanctuary. It was 
hewn 
from 
a huge granite 


boulder found in the village. 


The three-ton boulder was 


spotted by Father Hermsen who 
envisioned its potential use. 


The building committee en- 


listed Pukafl Movers and Han- 
son Diggers to transport the 
mammouth boulder from its 
former site, between the Roger 
Schmidt property and the St. 
Paul Lutheran Church lot, to 
Anderson Brothers and Johnson 
C o m p a n y , Wausau, which 
fashioned into an altar. 


Natural State 


The rock was left in its 


natural state as much as pos- 
sible, and the completed altar 
maintains its original oval shape. 
The altar stands 38 inches high, 
is 44' inches long and 36 inches 
wide. 


When finished, the altar was 


returned to Wittenberg, where 


five men needed five hours to 
move it from the sidewalk to its 
concrete base in the sanctuary. 


Four other furnishings were 


hewn from the same boulder — 
altar of reposition, a lecture, a 
baptismal font and baptismal 
cabinet. All kept the rugged 
stone appearance except the 
font, which was, polished. 


Blended Brick 


The church exterior is of 


blended brick and the front, on 
Belden Street, is highlighted by 
two tall colored glass panels 
which form the front corner of 
the diamond and an 
18-foot 


cross of structural steel. 


A 77-foot arched beam runs 


through the center of the church 
interior, adding beauty in addi- 
tion to supporting the roof. 


The narthex floor is of natural 


stone slate while the rest of the 
building is carpeted. The sanc- 
tuary, which seats 298, has two 
walls of natural brick contrast- 
ed by the others of amber elm 
paneling, all lighted by ftoures- 
cent fixtures. 


The Holy Family parish was 


started in 1899 with the initial 
services conducted in homes. 
The congregation was incor- 
porated in 1917 and in 1920 the 
first church was built on land 
half in the village and half in 
the town. This old church now is 
for sale.
